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The battle against state budget 
cuts is over, and the University of 
Nebraska (NU) system has walked 
away tascathed with a record bud- 
get of $985.5 million. 

The NU Board of Regents unani- 
mously approved the 1993-94 bud- 
get, which is an increase of 3.2 
percent from last year’s budget of 
$954.5 million, at its meeting last 
Saturday in Grand Island, 

According to regent documents, 
the approved budget is broken down 
this way: 


eThe University of Nebraska- 
Lincoln, $430 million. 

eThe University of Nebraska 
Medical Center, $380 million. 

*UNO, $99.4 million. 

eThe University of Nebraska 
(UNK), $46.4 million. 

Earlier this year, the NU system 
faced a $7 million cut in state ap- 
propriations, but the efforts of state 
senators, the Governor's Office, re- 
gents and Nebraska residents saved 
the system. 

Regent Rosemary Skrupa said 
that in the end, everything turned 
out “pretty good.” 

“It was good compared to what 


we started out with,” Skrupa said. 

UNOChancellorDel Webersaid 
UNO fared well, considering what 
could have been. 

“UNO did quite well given the 
economic circumstances of the 
state,” Weber snid. 

UNO also received an extra 
$350,000 for additional faculty 
members in state allocations. We- 
ber said he believed the extra funds 
were due in part to the Lepislature 
recognizing that UNO is growing 
and underfunded. 

The regents also unanimously 
approved an $8.2 million plan for 
renovation and expansion of the 


Student Center. 

Plans for the center include an 
expanded food services aren, addi- 
tisnal Bookstore and tounge space, 
a pedestrinn mall, and more area 
for student activities, 

The renovation project will be 
funded by revenue bonds and a $30 
increase in student activity fees. 

Guy Conway, director of the 
Student Center said he thought the 
decision was “wonderful.” 

“E think it (expansion) will not 
only change the face of the build- 
ing, but the campus as well,” 
Conway said. 


letters from students who said they 
were “strapped formoncy,” but still 
supported the expansion despite the 
fee increase. 

“If student money is going to be 
used,” Skrupa said, “we should 
make darn suse it (the center) meets 
their needs,” 

Student Center renovations are 
slated to begin in July of 1994 and 
finish in the fall of 1995. 

The regents also approved the 
appointment of Dr. Gladys Styles 
Johnston as chancellor of UNK, 
and Dr. Harold Maurer as dean of 
the University of NebraskaCellege 
of Medicine. 
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UNO will soon have a castle on its 
premises, 

The “Castle of Perseverance,” a new 
amphitheater, will be a visual compliment 
to the existing Fine Asis Building. Con- 
struction onthe new structure began June 1. 

After the Fine Arts Building was com- 
pleted, a building committee needed to 
make a decision about acquiring artwork 
for the building. 

According tostatereguiations, any build- 
ing built with state funds mustuse | percent 
of its funding for artwork, said Dave Irvin, 
UNO Facilities and Planning manager. The 
committee decided that rather than buy 
several small pieces of art, they would buy 
one substantial piece. That piece was the 
amphitheater. 

The total cost of the amphitheater is 
$105,000, of which $85,000 came from the 
state budget for fine arts. The remainder 
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was provided by a grant from the National 
Endowment for the Asts. 

The amphitheater’s designer, Andrew 
Leicester was one of three finalists chosen 
from about 40, The three astists were re- 
quired to submit samples of their work and 
devise a model of the building they would 
constructifchosen. irvinsaidthattoLeices- 
ter, the Fine Arts Building looked like a 
snake withoutits head. Leicester envisioned 
the semicircle amphitheater as the head. 

“The Castle of Perseverance” is based 
upon the medieval play of the same name. 
The design reficcts the structure of the Fine 
Asts Building. 

“Andrew likes to take bits and pieces 
from the building and incorporate it into his 
owa work,” Irvin said. 

The amphitheater shoutd seat about 100 
people, Irvin said. 

The new building, located north of the 
Fine Arts Buitding and east of the Durham 
Science Center, is slated to be completed by 
the end of August. 


Sksupa said that she had received 
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UNO students have won a battle in the 
ongoing war of campus parking. 

UNO Chancellor Del Weber has approved 
a special events parking policy which requires 
that during peak parking times, all non-aca- 
demic groups and activities use Ak-Sas-Ben 
parking facilities. Regular university functions 
will not be affected by. the new palicy. 

‘The policy, effective this fall, was recom- 
mended by the Parking Advisory Committee 
(PAC). 

Rite Henry, a PAC member, defined spe- 
cial events as any event scheduled through 
the reservations office with the expected 
number of visitors of 25 or more during the 
hours of 8 a.m. to 5 p.m., Monday through 
Friday. 

The purpose of the policy isto “relieve the 
parking burden and frustration on campus of 
having nospaceavailable,"saidCharlesSwank, 
manager of campus security. 

Exceptions are made for thoseeventssched- 
uled for Friday afternoons and other times that 
the start and stop time of the event are within 
“low utilization” hours, 


“Lthink the exception of Friday afternoon is 
because we don’t have a parking problem as 
intense as we usually do,” Henry said. 

Low utilization is determined by figures 
recorded of years past. For instance, last year’s 
records indicate that from 2 p.m. to6 p.m., 300 
to 900 parking stalls become vacant. 

PAC will use these archives to reach a 
decision on whether to allow an exception to 
the policy. 

“Depending on what day of the weck it is 
and the parking history of how many vacant 
placesareoncampusatthattime, wemay make 
an exception,” Henry said. 

A request for an exception must be submit 
ted to the PAC no [ess than 10 working days 
prior to the event. This period allows ample 
time to arrange for shuttle service if an excep- 
tion is not granted. 

Last year, approximately 27 groupscontrib- 
utedtoUNOparking during penktimes. “Inthe 
policy) is just a way to help try alleviate exces- 
sive pressure,” Swank said. 

Both Swank and Henry are strong adve- 
cates of students and faculty use of the Ak-Sar- 
Ben facility to contro} the parking problem.

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Work is scheduled to begin next month on 
anew UNO Alumni Center. 

“The bids will be in on Monday and we 
hope to start building in the first past of Au- 
gust,” said Jim Leslie, executive director of 
UNO’s Alumni/Development office. 

Leslie said the motivating factor was lack 
of space in the present building. 

“We needed a larger facility for events the 
Alumni Association is involved in,” he said. 
“We get requests to hold functions for 300- 
400 people, but our current placement capac- 
ity for things like dinners and receptions is 
limited to 40.” 

Leslie said the new building will have 
about 11,000 square feet. The first floor will 
include “Bootstrapper Memorial Hall,” aban- 
quet facility with room for 220 people and an 
information center which will distribute maps 
and campus information as well as serving as 
an outlet for athletic and theater tickets. 

The second floor will house a boardroom 


and provide additional office space. Lestie 
feels the new information center will make the 
campus more accessible because of itscentral 
location near the university’s main entrance. 

The new building will be located east of the 
present facility onthecomerofGGthand Dodge 
Streets. 

The building site is presently being used as 
a temporary parking lot. “We'll be keeping 
the current Alumni Centercompletely intact,” 
said Leslie. “We're doing some remodeling 
on it now. The new building will be an 
addition.” 

The project will cost an estimated $1.4 
million. “It’s being paid for entirely through 
contributions,” Leslie said. 

Leslie estimates construction of the new 
facility will take between 10 months to a year 
withacompletiondate sometime next summer. 

Alumni Activities Coordinator Iennifer 
Huelskamp said they hope to have a dedica- 
tion ceremony io with Homecoming 
next October. 

But for right now, ‘Leslie said, “We just 
want to get started.” ;

Thompson’s team also consisted of ex- 
Mav Dan Olson and Omaha Racer Bart 
Kofoed, white Bora’s squad includedex-Dordt 
College All-American Greg Van Soelen, 
former Colorado University player Scott Wilke 
and ex-Northern lowa University player Nick 
Nurse. 

On the women’s side, “Team Gatorade” 
defeated “ISU,” 16-14, in a game featuring 
the top three scorers in University of Ne- 
braska-Lincoln (UNL) basketball history. 
Karen Jennings and Amy Stephens of ISU and 
Maurtice Ivy of Team Gatorade. 

The winning team also consisted of ex- 
Olympian Nancy Lieberman-Cline, ex-Mis- 
souri player Renee Dozier and former Ten- 
nessce player Lisa Harrison. 
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This year’s tournament overshadowed last 
year’s in both entries and attendance, said 
event co-manager Tom Thompson. He said 
the number of teams jumped from 837 last 
year to 1,482. Last year, an estimated 22,000 
came out daily tosee the action white this year 
25,000 attended. 

The All-Stars advanced to the Top Gun 
men’s championship game through tlie loser’s 
bracket, They fell 16-14 to “Four Skins,” con- 
sistingofformerConcordinplayers Devin Smith 
and Matt List, ex-Nebraska player Jed Borgen 
and Matt Vasa for their only loss. 

The two-time defending national champi- 
ons will be looking to make it three this year. 
The All-Stars already have an automatic berth 
tothe nationals but still competed at Oak View. 

“Steve and I can’t go the entire year with- 
out playing,” Thompson said.

In these notes, Brink compares himself 
with more established playwrites along the 
lines of George Bernard Shaw. More of a fan 
of Shakespeare and Sopheetes, I wondered if 
Brink’s plays would stand as large as his ego 
and awaited lowering of the house lights 
witli a degree of trepidation 

I was not disappointed. Simpering dia- 
logue, totally unmotivated action, excessively 
long soliloquies and poor sound and lighting 
dominated both of Brink’s plays. The audi- 
ence may be susprised however, in that both 
of Brink's plays are highly likeable. 

“Soap Scum” and “Floating Milkpods” 
were both written and co-directed by Brink. 
Both show a greatly twisted yet still brilliant 
illustration of separate eccentric households. 

“Soap Scum" is the story ofone woman's 
obsession with the soap opera and her in- 
ability to deal with reality. Strangely enough, 
her real only link to the outside wortd is her 
dog, Manda Panda, played by Kelly 
Coughlin. 

Manda is one of the many very unreal 
elements of the play which made it very 
entertaining and lively. This drug-dealing, 
talking and upright walking dog quickly be- 
comes a focus upon which the audience is

abte to gauge her mistress. 

The woman, Angel, played by Christy 
Nipe, quickly became a very strong charac- 
ter in her own right. Despite the fact that she 
easily had over 80 percent of the lines, the 
audience is still given a subtle and invigorat- 
ing took into Angel's character without hav- 
ing it thrust upon them like a ton of bricks.

Throughout the play, the reason for The 
Soundman’s place on stage remains a mys- 
tery and only serves to confuse the storyline. 
The simple sound effects he provides could 
have been just as effective backstage, and 
even done away with altogether. 

The real push of both “Soap Scum” and 
“Floating Milkpods”, however, is to try to 
provide some insight into the world of reality 
through its massacre of fantasy. It is due to 
this that Brink’s productions take ona worth- 
while quality. 

Both plays have their problems, but for 
the discerning audience member both can 
provide a unique and sometimes even hu- 
morous experience. 

In his director's notes, Brink asks a ques- 
tion: “Has television usurped our American 
consciousness?” Perhaps his plays hold the 
answer.

After arriving at Rocky Mountain 
National Park and setting up camp, 
we went to Eagle Rock for an easy 
aftemoon climb. “Eagle Rock was 
my first multi-pitch climb,” Thom 
said. “The day was clear and warm, I 
felt like I had done something when 
I reached the top.” 

Saturday 

Our plan was to do a mutti-pitch 
rock climbon McGreggors Slab. We 
Split into two teams, one with Steve 
on cad, bringing up Cliis and Tim, 
the other with Mike on lead followed 
by Steven, Juan and Thom. We were 
keeping an eye on the clouds build- 
ing to the west.The two teams were 
some distance apart and were head- 
ing to the same ledge a couple hun- 
dred feet up. “It started to rain while 
I was ona ledge waiting to climb,” 
Thom said. “By the time I’mready to 
climb, the rainhas stopped. The rock 
dried quickly, E was surprised and 
happy that f only had a few wet areas 
toclimbon.” We worked our way to 
the low point on the ledge where we 
rappelled off and hiked back to the 
van. 


Sunday 
We headed up Trail Ridge Road 
to Iceberg Pass. Up top, it was cold 


and windy, winter conditions. The 
Snow Buttereups in the tundra were 
allinblcomandcovered with vellsof 
icc. Snow climbing practice is a 
good time for falling. We wouldclip 
on to the rope, slide down the slope 
and try to stop ourselves before the 
rope stopped us. “When I called my 
gitlftiend and teld her about it, she 
said it sounded like we were just 
playing in the snow.” Chris said. 
Well, we were playing, but the fes- 
sons leamed in this play were very 
serious, Thatnightas we were trying 
to sleep we could hicar the booming 
of the fireworks in Estes Park, 
Monday 

6:45 am. We arrived at Bear 
Lake parking lot (9,475 ft.) with one 
inch of new snow on the ground. 

7:20a.m. Started on the trail where 
it’s clear for a mile and a half before 
it gets completely snow covered. 

10:15 a.m. We crossed the valley 
and worked through the snow to the 
start of Lake Helene Coulcir. The 
weather looked like the storm from 
the last two days, windy, cloudy, 
occasionally snow, but no lightning. 

11am. Arrived at the base of 
Lake Helene Coutoir (10,900 ft) and 
sopedup. IIcdupfoltowed by Steven, 
Juan and Thom. Steve ted up the 
second team, followed by Chris and 
Tira. 

4:30 p.m. Arrived at the top of 
the coulios (11,900 ft), had lunch 
and enjoyed the majestic scenery. 

2pm. We started walking the 
last half mile towards the summit 
of Flattop Mountain (12,375 fe). 
At the top the wind was howling 
like o banshee. The socks were 
covered by rime ice, which forms 
to took like fingers clawing at the 
rock. To the west, the mountains 
stretch to the horizon, to the east 
150 miles of praisie are visible. 
Overcome with emotion Juan said, 
“This is so beautiful, 1 wish my 
wife was here.” 

3pm. We tefe the summit and 
glissaded down a snowsfope that 
rejoinsoureriginaltrail. Wearrived 
ata stream and took off our heavy 
boots. 

6p.m. Arsived back at Bear Lake 
parking lot. In our cound trip we 
covered 9 miles and gained 2,900 ft. 
elevation, “It was a perfect day fora 
snow climb. Some snow, some sun, 
more snow andthen more sun,” Steve 
said.
